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Ambitious Art Project Honors 
Teehs Golden Anniversary 



A black tower of steel, alumi¬ 
num and concrete was designed 
and built by Brooklyn Tech¬ 
nical HS students in honor of 
the school’s Golden Anniver¬ 
sary. 

The tower, 12 feet high and 
weighing 5,000 pounds, is one of 
the more ambitious art projects 
ever completed by a high school. 
Under the supervision of teach¬ 
ers from the art, structural, 
mechanical and pattern-making 
departments, more than one 
dozen students collaborated on 
the design and construction. In 
most cases the students built 
those parts of the sculpture that 
they designed, utilizing the 
many facilities within the school. 

There are 10 steel and alumi¬ 
num plaques of abstract design, 
depicting the various curricula 


taught in the school, connected 
to a tower made of three*stain- 
less steel tubes. The idea was to 
build a monument to convey the 
spirit of “Tech,” as the school 
is often referred to, and to dem¬ 
onstrate that the school has the 
means available to execute such 
an idea. 

Classes in the industrial de¬ 
sign and structural departments 
held competitions for the best 
designs of the tower and pla¬ 
ques. Those students submitting 
the best designs were given the 
opportunity to construct them 
in the school’s shops. 

Brooklyn Technical HS was 
founded 50 years ago as an ad¬ 
vanced high school with the 
very latest technical equipment 
so as to meet the country’s 
growing technology. The school 


has since rebuilt many of its 
laboratories and shops with the 
latest equipment, so that its 
facilities have kept abreast of 
the advancing technology. 

About 40,000 students have 
been graduated since its found¬ 
ing.

The World Of 1922 
1922 saw prohibition in its 
prime. In Red Hook, Brooklyn, 
12 people died of drinking 
whiskey made from wood al- 
chol Chief Justice Taft offi¬ 
ciated at the dedication of the 
Lincoln Memorial before an 
audience of 100,000 people 
Archaeologists discovered the 
tomb of Tutankhamen (King 
Tut), called by newspapers, 
"the greatest archaeological 
find of all time" Fascism 
began in Italy as King Emman¬ 
uel called in Benito Mussolini 
to form a new cabinet 
Work was begun on the con¬ 
struction of the Holland 
Tunnel . . 

The Supreme Court ruled Japa¬ 
nese to be ineligible for U.S. 
citizenship Radio was but 
an infant in 1922. Receiving sets 
of crystalheadphone types 
were selling rapidly. News, 
Sunday sermons, and daily 
music programs were fast be¬ 
coming a part of many homes. 
Network broadcasting began 
that same year when the Prin- 
ceton-Chicago game was 
broadcast in Chicago and New 
York City . 

1922 was also a great year for 
advancement in aviation. De La 
Cierua built a single-rotored 
autogiro, the first practical heli¬ 
copter, and flew it 200 yards. It 
later flew 2 Vi miles. The sur¬ 
plus of flyers returning from 
World War I created the "Barn¬ 
storming era." Stunt flyers, air 
taxis, and general airline serv¬ 
ices were prevalent all over the 
country. 

Without television and little 
radio present, people would 
read as their main form of en¬ 
tertainment in 1922. The most 
famous novel of 1922 was Bab¬ 
bitt, written by Sinclair Lewis. 
In Babbitt, Lewis attacked ac¬ 
cepted middle-class values and 
assumptions. 

The 1922 theatres presented, 
among plays of little note, such

SEPTEMBER 11,1922 


It was cloudy, about seventy, and raining. The day was September eleventh, and Brooklyn Tech 
located in the loft building at Flatbush Avenue Extension and Concord Street, opened its doors 
for the first time to twenty-four hundred students. 

That day, in Manhattan, a mysterious lady left a full assortment of clothes on a corner. The TIMES 
had an article about the barge mishaps on the East River. 

The good news was that Mrs. Harding showed signs of a recovery, so the doctors might not have to 
operate. News came that the dye embargo was back in the Tariff Bill after pressure by the com¬ 
bined Farm and Sugar bloc to arrest high agricultural rates. Professor Michelson, a physicist at the 
University of Chicago, announced plans to test Einstein's theory of relativity with the use of a mile- 
long steel tube. 

From Russia came speculation that Lenin might reappear on November 7 to celebrate the fifth an¬ 
niversary of the Revolution. Greek soldiers returned from the Front in Asia in a mutinous mood. 
Landing in Piraeus; they shouted insults against Constantine and cheered for Venizelos, after de¬ 
feat by Turkey over disputed Smyrna. The Irish Postal Service stopped when the Union defied the 
government, and workers struck against proposed wage reductions. 

Two men were rescued from Long Island Sound after their boat had sunk and they had floated on 
an icebox. A lady was saved after being run over by a trolley in Coney Island, and a wedding was 
broken up because of plaster falling from the ceiling of a church and injuring the bride's parents. 

Babe Ruth broke his batting slump by blasting 2 homeruns and 2 doubles at Yankee Stadium, and 
that night the Yankees boarded a train for their last road trip of the 1922 season. George Sisler won 
the batting crown as he hit a startling .422 for the season. 

That was how the first day of school in 1922 proceeded. 

Fifty years later Brooklyn Tech would open its doors at twenty-nine Fort Greene Place on Septem¬ 
ber thirteenth. It was cloudy, about seventy, and raining. 
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SEPTEMBER 13,1971 


In the news that day the Soviet Union announced, "with sorrow", the death of Krushchev. No 
public ceremony was held. At the Astronomical Observatory in the U.S.S.R., an international con¬ 
ference was held with specialists in many fields of science considering the possibility of communi¬ 
cation with intelligent life on other worlds. On Earth, after two years of negotiations, accord was 
reached between the U.S. and the U.S.S.R. to prevent war by atomic error. The plan called for cut¬ 
ting calling time by using a new Hot Line link via satellite. 

A survey found Nixon's Economic Program stirring resentment abroad. The ten percent surcharge 
combined with the floating dollar caused cut-throat competition among nations determined to 
maintain trade with the U.S. Nine units of the U.S. Army stationed outside of South East Asia were 
reported to be incapable of waging war. Problems included: lack of manpower, training short 
comings, racial unrest, drug abuse, and the unpopularity of the draft and the war. 

The prisoners of Attica Correctional Facility won twenty-eight of their demands, but held out for 
complete amnesty. In New York City there were twenty-three thousand more students and fifty-six 
hundred fewer teachers. The Board of Education maintained that all classes would be covered by a 
teacher. 

Here are two days, fifty years apart, and yet very much alike. They were days of economic coercion, 
scientific importance, military upheavel, and social concern.
